The 
mercury has fallen over twenty degrees 
in the past few hours, and tiie street:

AT BALTIMORE. 


Feb. 26.—After a tearful 


storm last night Baltimore and vicinity 
was visited by a hurricane more severe 
than for several years. Inthe western 
sections of the city houses were up- 
roofed and, in several instances, not 
onty was the tin blown from the roofs 
but the sheathing was torn off and 
hurled entirely. across streets. The 
dam was considerable.

Borrato, Feb. .26.— One of the 
heaviest gales of the season set in last 
night, and continued this morning. The 
wind reached a velocity of fifty-seven 
miles an hour.

About 9 o'clock 
last night, while the wind was blowing 
strong, @ lady, said to be a sister of the 
late ex-Governor Seymour, was blown 
from the Lake Shore train, between 
Erie and Dankirk. She was attempt- 
ing to pass from the dining-car toa 
sleeper with her busband, and had po 
sooner upon the platform than 
she was carried swiftly off the train.

AT BOSTON. 
Bostow, Feb., 26.—At 9 o'clock this 
morning the huge telegraph pole at the 
corner of Market and Alabama streets 
was broken short off by the high 
winds. Other poles in the neighbor- 
hood were broken or torn down it 
quick succession, and several streets 
were soon blockaded with poles and 
inextricable strings wire. Many 
horses were entangied, and a panic was 
narrowly avoided. The streets were at 
once roped off and large gangs of men 
set to work to clear the wreck. For 
the time being, se yr delivered at the 
Albany depot, had to dragged by 
band around the block. No injury to 
life or limb has so far been — wr 
there have been narrow escapes 
furious blizzard prevailed 
night in this vicinity and for a long 
distance down the eastern coast. 
At Portland twenty inches of snow 
bas fallen, and it is stull snowing.

ANTI-CHINESE. 


Senator Mitehell of Oregon 
Speaks 
HIS IRON-CLAD BILL. 


IN SUPPORT OF 


The impending Cloud of Wrath Advancing 
te the Eastward—Prompt and De 
cisive Measures Required. 


Associated Press Dispatches to Ths Times. 
Wasutnoton, Feb 26.—Senator Mitch- 
ell, of Oregon, made a speech in the 
Senate to-day on his Chinese bill. He 
said that the people of the whole Pa- 
clfic Coast were to-day suffering from 
the presence of large nuwbers of an un- 
clean, non-assimilatiag and pagen race.
